You will recall that recently when the informant Gregory and 
Helen Tenney met in New York City, ” a1a n Tr^r — 8 he a, latest 

Russian contact as a woman whose description fit that of Ray^lson and 
it was believed by the New York Field Division that Ray EUori "acThally 
was the Russian contact. However, the New York Office has advised by letter 
dated April 22, 1946, that through voice comparison of the known voice of 
Ray Els on and the voice of the unknown woman who contacted Helep Tenney, 
it was determined that these individuals _were not identical.

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' It will be recalled that Helen Tenney told Gregory that she 

definitely saw her unknown woman contact . on the evening of November 22, 1945, 
in Washington and thereafter, she had no contact with her except a telephone 
call which Tenney received from this woman on or about December 12, 1945. 
Since the New York Office did not institute a physical surveillance on Ray 
Elson until November 23, 1945, it is impossible to determine her activities 
on the evening of November 22, 1945. However, it was pointed out that if ' 
Elson was in Washington on the previous day, it would be necessary for ter 
to return to New York on that date because she had a meeting with the 
informant Gregory in New York during the morning of November 23, 1945. 

You may recall that according to technical logs on Helen Tenney, 
a telephone call was placed at the Tenney residence at 6:35 p.m., on 
November 28, 1945, from an unidentified woman who asked wiere she could buy 
an electric stove. Tenney said that one could buy a stove at the People's 
Drug Store. Arrangements were made for Tenney to meet tnis woman shortly 
thereafter. However, this meeting at the People's Drug Store did not 
materialize. It was possible that the telephone call made at 6:35 p.m, 
may have been made by Ray Elson. However, the physical surveillance 
reflects in the New York Office log that Ray Elson left her residence at 
1:15 p.m., on November 28, 1945, accompanied by her husband and returned 
to her residence at 3*45 p.m. She was not again observed to leave her 
apartment on that date and the lights were turned out in her apartment 
at 11:45 p.m. It, therefore, appears -unlikely that Ray Elson could 
bfifin^n .Washington on November 28, 1945, and havVbeen the urJoToin'^anan 
Who attempted to contact Helen Tenney -on that date. The New York Office 
further pointed out that the technical surveillance was not begun on the 
residence of Ray Elson until December 1, 1945, and, therefore, it 
impossible to determine what calls Elson made on November 28, 1945 
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The Hew Tork Office has pointed out that a review of the physical 
surveillance logs on Ray Els on reveal that on only two dates Ray ‘Ela on 
was not observed sometime during the day or evening and on these dates, it 
is possible that she could have contacted Helen Tenney. One of these dates 

\ nas November 25, 1945. Another date was December 4, 1945, when it was 

* noted that the lights were turned off in her apartment at 8*50 a.m. However, 
she was not observed to leave her residence. She was observed to return 
to her residence at 12x30 a.m., December 5, 1945, accompanied by her husband. 

• It is possible, therefore, that she could have been out of New York on 
December 4, 1945. However, the New York Office believes that she spent the 
day at the office of the National Federation for Constitutional Liberties 
in New York City, wtere she was known to have been employed for several 
days thereafter. 

Again referring to the date November 25, 1945, the physical surveillance 
of Helen Tenney reflects that she was at her home on that date and was 
visited by unidentified contacts. Helen Tenney indicated that she was not - - 
going out because she had a headache. Referring to the date December 4, 

1945, it is noted that Helen Tenney spent the day at the offices of the Office 
of Strategic Services and spent the evening in Arlington, Virginia, at the 
residence of a friend. %/ K 


The New York Office has stated that a review of the recordings of 
the technical surveillances on Helen Tenney fails to reflect a conversation 
by a woman with a voice similar to that of Ray Elson. Also, on April 18, 

1946, SA Bert H. Heacock of the Washington Field Office, who has conducted 
many physical surveillances on Helen Tenney, was in New York City and had an 
opportunity to observe Ray Elson and this Agent could not definitely establish 
Ray Elson as one of the unidentified women who had contacted Helen Tenney 
during the pertinent period.

HELEN TENNEY disclosed to GREGORY in fact may have occurred on November 28,

where she could get an electric stove. TENNEY replied that one could be ob- 
tained at the People's Drug Store.

The physical surveillance logs concerning RAY ELSON have been re- 
viewed from November 23, 1945, the date on which this surveillance was in- 
stituted, through December 31, 1945 • From this review it was noted that only 
on two dates was RAT ELSON not observed some time during the day or evening 
in New York City and could have possibly been in Washington, D. (?., for con- 
tact with HELEN TENNET. On November 25 she. was at no time observed. On 
December 4 the lights were turned off in her apartment at 81 50 a.su; however, 
she was not observed to leave her residence. She was next observed returning 
tome at 12i30 a*a. on December 5, 1945, accompanied by her husband. It is. 
possible that she could- have been out of New Tork on December 4; however, 
it is believed that she spent the day at the offices of the National Fed- 
eration fbr Constitutional Liberties, 205 East 42nd Street, New Tork City, 
where she was known to have been employed for several days thereafter* 




In regard to the activities of HELEN TENNEY, it was noted that 
the report of Special Agent Floyd L. Jones dated December 13, 1945 , at Wash- 
ington, D. C., it is set forth that on November 25 HELEN TENNEY was at home, 
where she was visited by identified contacts. Also HELEN TENNEY had indicated 
on this date that she was not going out because she had an ear ache. On 
December 4, 1945, as set forth in the report of Special Agent Floyd L. Jones 
dated December 18, 1945, at Washington, D. C., it is.not6d that HELEN TENNEY 
spent the day at the OSS building, and with BEATRIC^ptJSELL spent the evening 
at 1100 Court House Road South, Arlington, VirgiM'a 

The technical surveillance recordings concerning HELEN TENNEY have 
been received in New York from the Washington Field Division. A review of 
these recordings fails to reflect a conversation by a woman with a voice 
similar to that of RAT ELSON. On April 18, 1946, Special Agent Bert H. 

Heacock of the Washington Field Division, who had conducted a physical sur- 
veillance of HEIZN TENNET, made a visual observation of RAY ELSON in New York 
City. It was not possible to definitely identify RAT ELSON as cue of the un- 
identified women who had contacted HELEN TENNEY. X ix. 

It is noted from a review of the Washington Field Office reports 
in this case that on November 19, 1945, at 5*55 p.m., an unknown woman entered 
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New York, N. Y. 
April 22, 1946 


TENNEY’S apartment, who is described as about thirty years of age, with black 
hair, w o rn in an upsweep hairdo* This description is similar to that of HAY 
EL30N. It is noted that this unidentified woman with the black hair later 
drove away from the TENNEY apartment in a convertible coupe with New York . 
1945 license plates C-740. It was determined that this car was registered 
in the name of WILLIA M ErfouBSSI g. 340 Park Avenue, New Yoric City. While 
it is true that the ■description of the above woman who entered the TENNEY 
apartment on N ov ember 19 is similar to that of RAY ELSON, it is believed, 
however, that this woman was not RAY ELSON. ELSON has never been known to 
drive a car, and inquiry at the New York Bureau of Motor Vehicles reflects 
that she does not have a driver's license.

At the present time Nathan Gregory Silvermaster is employed as Chief 
of the Division of Economic Analysis, "War Assets Corporation, a subsection of 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation. Since August, 1935, and prior to his 
present employment, Silvernaster has been employed by the Resettlement Admin- 
istration, the Maritime Labor Board, the Farm Security Administration, the 
United States Treasury Department and the Board of Economic Warfare. 

According to an admitted Soviet agent who for a number of years was 
extremely active in Soviet Intelligence operations aimed at procuring informa— 
tion of intelligence value from employees and records in the United States 
Government, Silvermaster together with a number of his associates has been 
extremely active fTctu 1941 until at least 1945* and probably according to y 
source, until the present time, in securing official records of the United 
States Government and other information procured through Government employment 
and preparing them far tra nsm ittal to Soviet Intelligence, eventually to the 
Soviet Union. From 1941 until 1944* this Soviet agent who furnished the above 
information, regularly contacted Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and his associates 
and procured from him extremely voluminous espionage material which was in turn 
forwarded by this Soviet agent to his superiors for transmittal to the Soviet 
Union. According to this admitted Soviet agent, some of this information was 
procured personally by Silvermaster and much of it was procured by Silvermaster 
from his associates who were also active as Government employees in this Soviet 
espionage parallel. 


According to this source, one of the primary sources of Silvermaster ' s 
data was or some time a major in the United States 

Amy Air Forces assigned to the Pentagon Building. Ullmann, who has lived at 
the Silvermaster home for many years, was closely associated with Silvermaster 
In photographing large numbers of extremely confidential documents secured from 
the files of the Army Air Forces by Ullmann and also by another associate of 
Silvermaster' s and Ullmann' s, Abraham George Silverman, who at that time was 
a civilian employee of the A ray Air Forces. The information procured by this 
admitted Soviet agent from Silvermaster, Silverman and Ullmann in this connection 
consisted of practically every type of secret information concerning Air Force 
operations including data concerning production, deployment, technological 
developments, official directives and practically an unlimited range of related 
information. 


In addition, it has been established that Nathan Gregory Silvermaster is 
in close contact with a large number of othej^ individuals, many of whom are still 
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employed by the United States Government and all of whom hive been reported by 
the above mentioned admitted Soviet espionage agent as being integral parts of 
an extensive Soviet Intelligence parallel engaged for some time in furnishing 
information secured from the records of the United States Government to Soviet 
Intelligence# According to this admitted Soviet agent and on the basis of certain 
collateral information, it appears that Nathan Gregory Silver-master has and probably 
is functioning as the head of one extensive parallel of Soviet espionage which 
counts among its members a large number of employees of the United States Govern- 
ment at the present time#

by Helen Tenney procured in connection with her duties with the short-wave unit 
for transmittal to the Soviet Union. This admitted Soviet agent has advised that 
Helen Tenney is closely connected with a number of other individuals actively 
involved in the Soviet espionage parallel operating in the United States Govern- 
ment. In addition, on several occasions, this admitted Soviet agent contacted 
Helen Tenney in Washington, D. C. and received from her information which Tenney 
procured through her employment with the Office of Strategic Services. Upon 
several occasions Tenney supplied this admitted Soviet agent with official re- 
ports and memoranda prepared in the Office of Strategic Service?, all of which 
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material was forwarded by this Soviet agent £hrc 

Union. This admitted Soviet agent has advised that Tenney must at least have 
strongly suspected that the information furnished by her was being sent by Soviet 
Intelligence to the Soviet Union. It should be noted further that according 
to this admitted Soviet agent, for a period of time Helen Tenney was paid $50 
a month by Soviet Intelligence through arrangements made by a Soviet agent who 
has not been identified as yet except as "Jack.*

Donald Niven Wheeler is presently employed by the United States Depart- 
ment of State having previously been employed since September, 1942, by the Office 
of Strategic Services. Prior to that time he was employed by the Senate Banking 
Committee and by the United States Treasury Department under the immediate super- 
vision of Harry Dexter White, who is more fully described elsewhere in this 
memorandum* 


An admitted Soviet agent of considerable Importance has advised that 
Donald Wheeler while enployed by the Office of Strategic Services, was an im- 
portant and integral part of a Soviet espionage parallel operating in the United 
States Government for the purpose of furnishing espionage information from 
Government files to the s oviet Union through numerous Soviet Intelligence repre- 
sentatives. This admitted Soviet agent was first placed in contact with this 
espionage parallel of which Wheeler was a member, by his superior in the Soviet 
Intelligence Service, Jacob N. Golos, an important Soviet agent, who died on 
November 27, 1943* 

This admitted Soviet agent for a considerable period of time made 
regular contacts with members of this Soviet espionage parallel, including Donald 
Niven Wheeler, and procured from them considerable information for transmittal 
to the Soviet Union through his Soviet Intelligence superiors. On several occa- 
sions, this Soviet agent was furnished by Wheeler with documents from the files 
of the Office of Strategic Services# 


In addition to the above, it has been ascertained frctn collateral 
sources that Donald Niven Wheeler maintains contact with a number of other in- 
dividuals, who are reported Soviet agents active in Soviet Intelligence operations 
being conducted through employees of the United States Government. It has also

According to an admitted Soviet agent, William Henry Taylor is a 
member of the Communist Party and was active in furnishing information 
procured through his employment with the Treasury Department to various 
Soviet agents for transmittal to the Soviet Union. This admitted Soviet 
agent has advised that Taylor gave both his Party dues and information 
he procured through his employment to either Mr. or Mrs. Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster from whom this admitted Soviet agent collected tnis and 
other espionage information for transmittal to the Soviet Union tnrough 
his Soviet Intelligence superiors. According to this source, Taylor 
supplied considerable information to the Silvermasters, botn written and 
oral, which was in turn secured by this Soviet agent.

\jQ In a n n was employed by the Treasury Department prior to his induc- 
tion into the United Spates Army in 1943 and has been closely associated 
with Harry Dexter White, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, who is more 
fully described elsewhere ih this memorandum, in the above Soviet espionage 
activity. In addition to furnishing information of Soviet Intelligence, 
while Ullmann was in the United States Army he became a commissioned 
officer eventually attaining the rank of Major in the Army Air Forces. 

He was stationed for a considerable period of time with Army Fbrces Head- 
quarters at the Pentagon Building, Washington, D. C. Daring this time 
he abstracted innumerable and voluminous secret documents from Air Corps 
records which were taken to the Silvermaster home and there photographed, 
the copies being forwarded to the Soviet Union through the above described 
Soviet agent and his associates and superiors. The information in xhe 
documents supplied by Ullmann was of almost every conceivable type, in- 
cluding data cone erring aircraft production, allocation and deployment 
of aircraft, technological developments, statistics concerning hi gh 
octane gasoline, official directives, data concerning the B-29, and infor- 
mation concerning tanks, guns and motorized equipmentlG>This admitted 
Soviet agent also advised that Ullmann is a member 01 'xhe Communist Party 
in Washington, D. C ^\ / 
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On January 15, 1946, & passport was* issued to Ullmann fol 

to Germany for the Treasury Department and the War Department reportedly* 
in connection with work being done concerning German financial missions. 
At the present time Ullmann is in Germany in this capacity. 

HARRY DEXTER WHITE 


At the' present time Hariy Dexter White is an Assistant Secretary of 
the United States Treasury Department and has been employed by the Treasury 
Department in positions of considerable responsibility for a number of 
years. 


According to an admitted Soviet agent of considerable importance who 
until at least late 1944 was active in the operation of a Soviet espionage 
parallel in the United States Government in Washington, D. C., Harry 
Dexter White has been deeply involved in this Soviet espionage parallel 
as a Soviet espionage agent of considerable importance engaged in the 
work of this espionage parallel in furnishing espionage information from 
the files of various departments of the United States Government to Soviet 
Intelligence agents for transmittal to the Soviet Union. This admitted 
Soviet agent advised that the involvement of White in these espionage 
activities first became clearly apparent in the latter part of 1942 or 
the early part of 1943* Ms agent learned that White was supplying con- 
siderable information consisting of documents from the records of the 
Treasury Department to Nathan Gregory Silvermaster and William Ludwig 
Ullmann, referred to in greater detail elsewhere in this memorandum. 

These documents were copied, picked up at the Silvermaster home by this 
admitted Soviet agent and transmitted by him to the Soviet Union via his 
superiors in the Soviet Intelligence service. 

This admitted Soviet agent has advised further that he ascertained 
irom statements made by Silvermaster, Ullmann and others connected with 
the above operations that Harry Dexter White was considered one of the 
most valuable assets of this particular parallel of Soviet Intelligence 
in view of the fact that he could secure employment in his capacity as 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Department for those individuals whom 
this group was anxious to have assigned there. In this connection, accord- 
ing to this Soviet agent, White secured Treasury Department positions for 
william Ludwig Ullmann, William Henry Taylor and Sonie Steinman Gold, who 
are discussed in greater detail elsewhere in this memorandum, ^lso re- 
portedly closely associated with White has been Harold Glasser, another 
alleged Soviet agent described in greater detail elsewhere in this 
memorandum. 


It is known that at the present time Harry Dexter White is in close 
contact with a number of other individuals mentioned in this memorandum as 
involved in^oviet espionage activity centered in the United States 
Government.

WILLARD Z. PARK 




Willard Z. Park is at the present time employed with UNRPA in 
Addis Ababa, Ethiopa. Information furnished by an important admitted 
Soviet agent involved for some time in Soviet espionage operations 
directed at penetrating the U. S. Government advised that Park in 1942 
became involved in Soviet espionage activity through Jacob M. Golos, an 
important Soviet agent who is now deceased. This source, who worked under 
Golos, stated that Golos placed him in contact with Halperin in 1942 and 
that subsequently during a period while Park was employed in the Office 
of the Coordinator of Inter-American Affairs both Golos and the admitted 
Soviet agent above-mentioned received information from the files of this 
agency from Park for transmittal to the Soviet Union. Closely' associated 
with Park at this time was Maurice Halperin who is described in greater 
detail elsewhere in this memorandum. Park is known to have been in 
contact with other individuals strongly suspected of being Soviet agents.

GEORGE N. PERAZICH 


At the present time George N. Perazich is employed by UKRRA as 
Director of Industrial Rehabilitation, Industrial Rehabilitation Division, 
Yugoslav Mission. According to an admitted Soviet agent, Perazich was 
active for a considerable period of time, including during 1944, as a 
member of a Soviet espionage parallel composed of employees of the U. S. 
Government engaged in furnishing information from the files of Government 
agencies to Soviet Intelligence for transmittal to the Soviet Union. 
Information secured through his employment with UKRRA was furnished by 
Perazich to this admitted Soviet agent who contacted Perazich on several 
occasions and was in turn forwarded by him to the Soviet Union through 
his superiors and associates in Soviet Intelligence. This Soviet agent 
advised further that Perazich is a member of the Communist Party* 



Ruth Rifkin at the present time is employed by UKRRA as a secretary 
in the Displaced Persons Division, Washington, D. C. Information has 
been received from an admitted Soviet agent that in 1943 Ruth Rifkin 
furnished information secured by her through her employment at UNRRA to 
Helen Tenney, described in greater detail elsewhere in this memorandum, 
who in turn furnished this information to this Soviet agent who transmitted 
it to the Soviet Union through his superiors end a^rcciates in Soviet 
Intelligence. At this time the admitted Soviet agent described above was 
actively engaged in the operation of a Soviet espionage parall 
directed at penetrating the U. S,. Government. ' 
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INDIVIDUALS WHO RECENTLY TERMINATED THEIR EMPLOYMENT 
WITH THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT BUT WHO WERE INVOLVED 
IN THE UNDERGROUND SOVIET ESPIONAGE ORGANIZATIONS (NKVD) ' 
IN VARIOUS AGENCIES OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. 



There is set out belcm brief information concerning eight individuals 
who in the recent past have terminated their employment with the United 
States Government. Despite the fact that these individuals are not 
presently employed by agencies of the U. S. Government the information 
below is being set out briefly in view of its significance and in view 
of the fact that a number of the individuals described below were 
extremely prominent in the Underground Soviet Espionage Organization in 
agencies of the U. S. Government. These individuals are listed below 
alphabetically and not by the respective agencies previously employing 
them. 


LAUCHLIN BERNARD CURRIE 


From July of 1939 until sometime in 1945 with interruptions Lauchlin 
Currie served as an Administrative Assistant to the President of the 
United States. At the present time he is not employed by the U. S. 
Government. An admitted Soviet agent has advised that at least from 
1942 until 1944 Lauchlin Currie was apparently involved in a Soviet 
espionage parallel operating in the U. S. Government for the purpose of 
furnishing espionage information secured from files of U. S. Governmental 
agencies to the Soviet Union through representatives of Soviet Inteligence. 
This admitted Soviet agent was actively engaged in this operation 
and upon numerous occasions procured voluminous espionage information 
from Governmental files at the home of Nathan Gregory Silvermaster who is 
described more fully elsewhere in this memorandum. This Soviet agent has 
advised that Currie frequently furnished information which ha received as 
a result of his employment to Abraham George Silverman, described in 
greater detail elsewhere in this memorandum, a reported Soviet agent and a 
close associate of Silvermasta*. According to this source, Silverman in turn 
furnished the irforraation to Silvermaster who furnished it to the admitted 
Soviet agent above described. He in turn arranged for this transmittal 
to the Soviet Union through his superiors and associates in Soviet 
Intelligence. Upon one occasion, according to this Soviet agent, Currie 
advised Nathan Gregory Silvermaster that the United States was on the 
verge of breaking the Soviet code «^Q ^ 
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was employed by the Office of War Information apparently with the Outpost 
Service Bureau. An admitted Soviet agent has advised that in 1937 he 
was introduced to "marcel", later identified as Endelman, who implied 
that he was a member of an organization which this Soviet agent is now 
certain was concerned with Russian espionage activity. 

MAURICE HALPERIN 


Maurice Halperin was employed by the Department of State to which he 
had been transferred from the Office of Strategic Services until February 
12, 1946 when his employment was terminated by order of the Secretary of 
State. An admitted Soviet agent has advised that from the latter part of 
1942 until 1944, Maurice Halperin, who was employed by the Office of 
Strategic Services, during that period was extremely active in furnishing 
confidential information from the files of OSS to this admitted Soviet 
agent who, in turn, arranged for, its transmittal to the Soviet Union 
through his superiors and associates in Soviet Intelligence. This in- 
formation consisted among other things of copies of bulletins and reports 
prepared by OSS, as well as excerpts from State Department cables. This 
admitted Soviet agent has stated that to his knowledge Halperin, at least 
during this period, was an active member of an important Soviet espionage 
parallel operating in the U. S. Government for the purpose of supplying 
information to the Soviet Xhtelliger.ee service for transmittal to tne 
Soviet Union. 

DUNCAN CltAPLII^LEE 


Duncan Chaplin Lee was employed by the Office of Strategic Services 
apparently in the Office of General William Donovan from 1942 until early 
in 1946 when with the rank of Lieutenant Colonel in the Army of the 
United States he terminated his connection with the Office of Strategic 
Services and the Army and entered the practice of law in Washington, D. C. 
apparently as an associate of the law firm of Thomas Corcoran. Informa- 
tion has been received from an admitted Soviet agent that Duncan Chaplin 
Lee was an active member during this period of a Soviet espionage parallel 
operating in the U. S. Government for the purpose of furnishing espionage 
information to the Soviet Union through Soviet Intelligence representatives 
in the United States. This agent personally contacted Duncan Lee on 
numerous occasions and received information of high quality from him 
which Lee procured as a result of his OCS employment and which in turn 
was forwarded "by this agent to the Spviet Union through his associates and 
superiors in Soviet Intelligence. Vi ^ 
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Bernard Sidney Redmont apparently was employed by the Office of 
Inter-American Affaire and the Department of State for a considerable 
period of time until recently, it being reported on January 10, 1946 
that Redmont had obtained a new position not connected with the U. S. 
Government. An admitted Soviet agent has advised that Bernard Sidney 
Redmont was recruited in 1943 as a member of the Soviet espionage parallel 
active in the U. S. Government and engaged in furnishing Governmental 
information to the Soviet Union through Soviet Intelligence representatives 
in the U. S. In this connection, this Soviet agent has advised that he 
indirectly recruited Redmont for this espionage activity and he frequently 
contacted Redmont in Washington, D. C, until the Spring of 1943. He 
advised that upon such contacts Redmont supplied him with information 
concerning Latin America which he secured through his employment 

which this Soviet agent arranged to transmit through his Soviet Intelligence 
associates aj^ superiors. 

PETER CHRISTOPHER RHOEES 


Peter Christopher Rhodes was employed for a considerable period of 
time by the Federal Communications Commission and after March 15, 1944 by the 
Office of War Information. So far as is known, Rhodes is not presently 
employed by the U. S. Government, having apparently resigned his position 
with the Office of War Information late in 1945. An admitted Soviet 
agent of considerable importance who was active for a number of years in 
•Soviet espionage operations directed toward penetrating the U. S. Government 
has now advised that Peter Rhodes was apparently involved in a Soviet 
espionage parallel iunctioning in the U. S. Government and furnishing 
espionage information to representatives of Soviet Intelligence for 
transmittal to the Soviet Union. According to this admitted Soviet 
agent, Rhodes was furnishing such information secured through his employ- 
ment to Jacob M. Golos, an important Soviet agent in New York who died on 
November 27, 1943. In addition, it is known that Rhodes has been in 
contact with a number of other individuals reported to be active in such 
operations on behalf of Soviet Intelligence, 

ALLAN ROBERT^QSENBERG 

Allan Robert Rosenberg was employed from 1941 to 1945 by the Foreign 
Economic Administration, resigning in 1945 to enter the private practice 
of law. Information furnished by an admitted Soviet agent reflects that 
Rosenberg while employed with the U. S. Government was an active member of 
a Soviet espionage parallel operating in the U. S. Government for the 
purpose of furnishing espionage inforration from Government files to the 
Soviet Union throu^0^r^|p^^^of Soviet Intelligence in the U. Sf 
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This parallel, of which Rosenberg was' an active member, was headec 
least in name, by Victor Perlo, an employee of the U. S. Treasury 
Department who is described in greater detail elsewhere in this memorandum. 
In this connection, the admitted Soviet agent above described, on a 
number of occasions personally received espionage information from 
Rosenberg which he transmitted to the Soviet Union through his superiors 
in Soviet Intelligence. According to this agent, Rosenberg furnished 
considerable information, particularly with regard to the handling of 
Germany, which he procured through his employment in the Foreign Economic 
Administration. According to this Soviet agent, Rosenberg submitted 
voluminous reports and turned over substantial quantities of written 
material in connection with his espionage activity on behalf of the 
Soviet Union, In addition, according to this source, Rosenberg is a member 
of the Communist Party,

Silverman left this employment to accept 
employment with the French Supply Council in Washington, D. C, Pr-or to his 
employment with Army Air Forces, Silverman was employed with the Railroad 
Retirement Board. An admitted Soviet agent of considerable importance has 
advised that for a number of years, at least until late 1944, Silverman 
was an important member of an extremely active Soviet espionage group 
operating in the U. S. Government under the direction of Nathan Gregory 
Silvermaster and William Ludwig Ullmann, who are described in greater 
detail elsewhere in this memorandum. This Soviet agent, whose duty it 
was for a considerable period of time to contact Silvermaster and procure 
from him information and copies of numerous U. S. Government documents for 
transmittal to Soviet Intelligence for forwarding to the Soviet Union, 
advised that he knows that Silverman was extremely active in this work and
